N.  L Playoff  Series  Set 


BULLETIN 

MILWAUKEE  — (UPI)  — 
It’ll  be  Lew  Burdette  against 
Sandy  Kofax — the  old  pro 
against  the  young  fireballer — 
today  as  Milwaukee  Braves 
and  Los  Angeles  Dodgers  open 
a three-game  playoff. 

All  even  after  winning  yes- 
terday’s final  games  of  the 
regular  154-game  N.L.  tourn- 
ament, the  defending  champ- 
ion Braves  and  rags-to-riches 
Dodgers  square  off  at  1:30 
p.m.  (CST)  today  before  an 
anticipated  crowd  of  45.000. 
The  games  will  be  televised 
and  broadcast  by  the  ABC 
network. 


The  Los  Angeles  Dodgers  de- 
feated the  Chicago  Cubs,  7-*l, 
and  the  Milwaukee  Braves  beat 
the  Philadelphia  . Phillies,  5-2, 
Sunday  to  finish  the  regular  sea- 
son in  a tie  for  first  place  and 
create  the  third  playoff  for  a 
pennant  in  National  League  his- 
tory. 

The  three-game  playoff  begins 
in  Milwaukee’s  County  Stadium 
at  1:30  p.m.  local  time,  Mon- 
day with  the  second  and  third 
games  scheduled  for  Los  Angel- 
es’ massive  Coliseum  on  Tues- 
day and  Wednesday.  If  the  third 
game  is  necessary,  the  world 
series  will  open  in.  Chicago’s 
Comiskey  Park,  home  of  the 
American  League  champions,  on 
Friday. 

Roger  Craig,  a 28-year  old 
right-hander  from  Durham,  N.C., 


who  joined  the  Dodgers  from 
Seattle  in  the  Pacific  Coast 
League  in  June,  pitched  a six- 
hitter  in  the  season  finale  for 
the  Dodgers  while  Bob  Buhl, 
bushy-browed  fast-baller  from 
Saginaw,  Mich.,  gained  credit 
for  the  Braves’  victory  with  re- 
lief aid  from  Don  McMahon. 


The  San  Francisco  Giants, 
who  remained  “alive”  in  one 
of  the  most  fantastic  pennant 
races  of  all  time  when  Sam 
Jones  pitched  a seven-inning 
no-hitter  Saturday  night,  were 
eliminated  when  they  lost 
Sunday  to  the  St.  Louis  Car- 
dinals, 2-1. 

Craig,  who  made  only  two 
hits  in  51  previous  trips  to  the 
plate,  sent  the  Dodgers  off  in 
front  with  a two-run  single  in 
the  second  inning.  Charley 
Neal’s  triple  and  Norm  Larker’s 
single  added  a third  Los  Angel- 
es nun  in  the  third  and  Neal 
drove  Cub  starter  Bob  Ander- 
son from  the  mound  with  a 
two-run  homer  in  the  fourth  to 
boost  the  Dodgers’  lead  to  5-0.
